THIS "FIRST" IS NOT GOOD 


Tulare county has come up with another “first”, but this ane is 
definitely not good. 

- In 1954 the county led all other counties of the San Joaquin val- 
ley — in fact all other counties of the state — in agricultural work 
injuries; 1)157 cases thaf resulted in'lost time, or worse, with 46 per 
cent of these injuries sustained on fruit or tree-nut farms. 

Falling or slipping accounted for 365 injuries; being struck by 
some object, or running against something brought another 239 in- 
juries; strain or overexertion, 244 cases; accidents involving moving 
motor vehicles, 50; foreign body in eye, 97; injury from being caught 
in machinery or from being caught between moving objects, 49; in- 


halation, skin absorption or swallowing of corrosive substances, 45;. 


injury from contact with extremes of temperature, 21; explosions er 
flarebacks, 1; contact with electrical current, 3 and insect bites pad 
stings, 25. 

In the San Joaquin valley as a whole, 320 lost-time injuries were 
accounted for by tractor accidents; truck accidents, disabled 249 
farm workers; farm machines other than tractors brought 491 -in- 
juries. ‘ 

Slips or falls from elevated working surfaces, such as truck beds, 
trees and even running boards and fenders of stationary vehicles ac- 
counted for one in every four.farm accidents, and nearly 600 workers 
were injured in ladder accidents, 

Several workers were killed when lengths of sprinkler pipe came 
in contact with high voltage wires, while other deaths resulted when 
hoists or cranes, used in farm construction jobs, hit power lines, 

Dairy workers have died from tetanus, resulting from very minor 
injuries around barns; workers have been run over in the field; others 
have been killed when they slipped off a tractor, or were brushed off 
by tree limbs, then run over by attached equipment; tractors standing 
with motors running have somehow started and run over workers ad- 
justing attached equipment; explosions of inflammable liquids have 
brought serious burns and deaths. 

We list these things simply to show that there is potential dan- 
ger in practically every phase of farm operation. Public campaigns 
conducted in Tulare county apparently have not done much good, and 
probably won’t, until farm operators and farm workers are willing to 
take a personal approach to prevention of agricultural accidents, 

That approach might include constant reminders to workers of 


the importance of safety; constant reminders to take a few extra sec’ 


onds for the sake of safety; constant reminders to think while work- 
ing; constant reminders to use ately devises, and to spot and correct 
danger points. : 

And certainly, unsafe operations should be stopped and corrected’ 
when they are noted, not in the next day or two. 

Probably Tulare county will not cut back its “first”? in farm ac- 
cidents until farm safety becomes a habit. The habit can be culti- 
vated or Tulare county can continue with its undesirable “‘first’’, It’s

ped from the average’ with a re- 
sulting decrease in the county al- 
lotment. ; 

The county wheat allotment’ is 
distributed to individual wheat 
farms in the ratio of the number 
of acres in the county allotment to 
the number of acres in the county 
*base’’. 

This ‘‘base”’ is the number of 
acres that would normally be 
planted to wheat in 1956 in Tu- 
lare county, indicated by the three 
year history of plantings for each 
wheat farm. The Tulare county 
base for 1956 is 42,809 acres and 
the county allotment, after de- 
duction of reserves, is only 68.8% 


For example, if a farm has 100 
acres of land which would nor- 
mally be planted to wheat in an 
established rotation in 1956, this 
100 acres will be the ‘‘base’”’ for 
that farm and the allotment will 
be 68.8 acres. In 1955 this 100 
acre ‘‘base’’ would have had an al- 
lotment of 77.3 acres, and in 1954 
of 89.1 acres, 

Although the trend away from 
wheat planting in Tulare county 
has resulted in sharply reduced 
wheat allotments, this trend is 
even more marked in some other 
counties and the 1956 Tulare coun- 
ty scaling factor of .688 is the 
highest in the San Joaquin valley. 

Another point which has been 
misunderstood is the meaning of 
the term “market” as applied to 
wheat. To market wheat means 
to sell, barter or exchange and by 
definition in the wheat marketing 
regulations it also means to feed 


to poultry or livestock which will : 


then be sold. It is not true that 
more than 15 acres of wheat may 
be grown without allotment if the 
wheat is mixed with other grain 
and fed to poultry or livestock. 
Announced minimum support 
rate of not less than $1.81 a bushel 
will be in effect in the commer- 
cial wheat states if wheat growers 
approve marketing quotas in the 
referendum of June 25. The 1956 
loan rate for Tulare county’ has 
not yet been announced. The 
1955 loan rate is $2.16. The an- 
nounced minimum support for 
1956 reflects 76 percent of the 
estimated “‘transitional’’ wheat 
parity price of $2.38 per bushel.
